Upland RDA 
buys, sells 
pieces of land

The Upland Community 
Redevelopment Agency is 
buying one piece of land and 
selling another. 


The City Council, acting as the 
Redevelopment Agency, 
approved during aclosed 
session week before last the 
purchase of a 15-acre vacant lot 
in its airport redevelopment area, 
City Manager Lee Travers said. 


During the same closed 
session, the council agreed to 
give an option to Mollard Corp. 
for a nearly 6-acre lot which sits 
approximately at the northeast 
corner of Benson and Stonecrest 
avenues in another 
redevelopment area, Travers 
said. 


The land the agency is buying 
— which is located at the 
southeast corner of Benson 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard 
near Cable Airport — is the first 
the city has purchased for the 
project, he said. 


No other lots are being 
negotiated for the nearly 2-year- 
old project at this time, he 
added. 


Travers said the cost of the 
property has not been 
determined. The council set a 
price limit, but he said he could 
not make the offer public before 
negotiations are completed. 


Travers said the city agreed to 
purchase the land in order to 
keep it from being developed as 
a residential area. 


Holidays increase 


need for

Christmas is the season for 
giving everything except blood. 
Even regular blood donors 
often get caught up in the rush 
of the holiday season and leave 
the blood bank off their lists of 
things to do, said Paul Sautter, 
director of donor resources for 

the Blood Bank of San 
Bernardino and Riverside 
Counties. 

Because of this, the bank is 
currently short of O positive 
blood, Sauter said. And right 
behind that is the need for O 
negative blood, he said. 

“We’re always short to one 
degree or another throughout 
the year,’’ Sautter said. ‘But the 
holidays have more impact 
because people are busy.” 

Although the blood bank was 
closed Christmas Day, that 
doesn’t stop people in the two 


donors 


counties from needing blood 
that day, he pointed out. 

“Since 250 to 300 pints of 
blood are needed every day, 
that’s just that much more that 
we’ll be short,” he said. 

People can donate blood at 
the Ontario bank at 1959 E. 
Fourth St. Tuesday from 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m., on Wednesday from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. and on Friday from 
8 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 

The blood bank also prefers 
having larger reserves during the 
holidays to be prepared for an 
increase in accident victims. 

“The potential is there 
because there are more people 
on the road,” Sautter said. 

Flu season and continued fear 
of AIDS has also cut into the 
blood supply, he said. He 
stressed that in no way can 
blood donation expose a person 
to Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome.

“We have a very long waiting 
list,” Crist said.

H.O.T. Tips 


(House of Tools) 


Nails coated with rosin are 
difficult to pull out. To coat 
your own nails and brads, 
dissolve 4 tablespoons of 
powdered rosin in a pint of 
denatured alcohol. Store in 
a tightly covered container. 
Pour a small amount of the 
solution in an old shallow 
pan, then swish the nails 
around in the solution until 
they are covered. Dump the 
nails out on old 
newspapers, stir = occa- 
sionally until they are dry. 
To extract a wooden plug, 
drill a 1/8 in. pilot hole 
through its center, carefully 
so as not to drill into a 
dowel or scew beneath. 
Then grind the point of a #48 
steel wood screw and screw 
it into the hole. When the 
screw bottoms out, the plug 
will pop.

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Bus driver turns in woman’s life savings 


By Patrick McGreevy 


A Pomona woman is being 
praised by Ontario police and 
officials from the county’s bus 
system for turning in a purse she 
found that contained $10,000. 


Originally thought to be drug 
money, the cash turned out to be 
a senior citizen’s life savings. 

Frankie Gravely, 36, a part- 
time bus driver for 
Omnitrans,saw the purse fall out 
of acar on Mountain Avenue on 
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first pictures to the more recent 
ones of a young woman on her 
way to healing. In each she is 
smiling. 

Despite her outward scars, 
Guadagni displays a surprising 
lack of self-consciousness. She 
agreed to let Bay Area television 
stations and newspapers 
photograph her a day after the 
accident. 

But she guards her internal 
scars more carefully. 

“| have nightmares about 
things crashing, about 
explosions,” she said. ‘I still 
look in the sky every time | go 
outside to see if there are planes 
in the sky.” 

When she goes to her thrice- 
weekly therapy sessions at a San 
Diego hospital, she said she still 
feels a rush of fear when the 
medical helicopters land on the 
hospital roof. 

“t feel unlucky,” she said. 

But at her age, she is 
impatient to get her many 
surgeries over with and get on 
with the business of living. Still, 
she faces between 10 and 20 
more operations on her hands 
and face, according to her 
physicians. 

They’re not telling Guadagni 
how long those will take, but she 
has her own ideas. 

“| hope it’s in a year,” she 
said. 

Such optimism is not 
necessarily foolish in her case. 
Last spring when she told her 
doctors she would start back to 
college in the fall, they 
cautioned her not to get her 
hopes up. But she did, and last

Tne museum was created by 
an act of the City Council in 
1979 when city offices moved to 
their new location. 

The council wanted to 
provide a cultural facility for the 
purpose of assembling local 
history and art from around the 
world. 

The museum graces the 
grounds of the old City Hall 
complex at 225 S. Euclid Ave., 
built in the Spanish style in 
1937. 

“The problem is, when you 
drive down Euclid you don’t 
know it’s there until you’ve 
passed it,” she said. 

If you don’t drive past it and 
find your way into the museum, 
you will find many interesting 
exhibits. 

One is Ontario’s old General 
Electric flat iron plant that at 
one time was the city’s biggest 
employer. 


It’s not easy running a 
museum. 

Unless you’re the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York, people sometimes 
ignore you. 

In the past few years, the 
Ontario Museum of History and 
Art has been struggling to 
develop an image in the 
community. 

But it has the same problem 
museums nationwide have: not 
enough money and little 
publicity. 

Most of its funding comes 
from the city, which has 
allocated a budget of $80,000 a 
year. 

It also has received some 
corporate funding. Chevron 
Land and Development Co. 
recently donated more than 
$200,000 over a five-year period. 

Mervyn’s donated $40,000, 
but there’s still only enough to 
hire one full-time director to run 
the 20,000-square-foot museum. 

There also have been some 
private donations in the amount 
of $125,000. 

LouAnn Svenson is the 
director who is responsible for 
filling up the museum with 
exhibits and getting the word 
out to the public.

That’s why in 1981 the 
Chaffey Community Art 
Association started to 
coordinate and sponsor the art 
program of the museum. 

“One membership payment 
lets you become a member of 
the art association and 
museum,” she said. 

The membership payments 
range from a high of $5,000 for a 
corporate membership to a low 
of $15 for a student or senior 
citizen. 

“We're struggling very hard 
to raise the cultural level of the 
community,” she said. 

She said to raise that level 
and make the museum on par 
with others, there needs to be: 

@ Adequate storage space; 

@ Renovated art galleries; 

@ Track lighting for better 
lighting; and 

@ A fence across the front 
for better security. 

She loves her job and sees 
lots of potential.

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Missing-children 
bracelet firm 
Stops Operation 


A Rancho Cucamonga 
business which sold copper 
bracelets to help benefit the 
nationwide search for missing 
children has closed its doors. 

The business, Kids Missing in 
America (KMIA), stopped 
operating in November, eight 
months after it kicked off its 
sales campaign with much 
fanfare last spring. 

KMIA began selling the 
bracelets, which bear a stamp- 
size photo of a missing child, 
last April for $10 apiece. All 
proceeds, except processing 
costs, were to benefit the 
National Child Safety Council. 

But an attorney representing 
the NCSC, a non-profit 
organization which is devoted in 
part to locating missing children, 
said the organization hasn’t 
received a penny from KMIA. 

“We never got any money,” 
said T. Harrison Stanton ina 
recent telephone interview from 
his Jackson, Mich., office. 

According to Stanton, KMIA 
approached the NCSC last 
March with its idea to 
manufacture and sell the 
bracelets. “They said they would 


give us a Share of the profits,” 
he said. 

“It seemed to be a worthy 
Cause and in line with our 
programs that have to do with 
missing children,” Stanton 
added. “‘So we let them do it.” 

The Rancho Cucamonga 
business hoped to raise enough 
money through the sale of the 
bracelets to allow the NCSC to 
distribute directories of missing 
children to every police agency, 
probation department, school 
and social services department 
in the country. 


In return, the NCSC allowed 
the group to use the name KMIA, 
which belongs to the National 
Chiid Safety Council, Stanton 
said. 


But in late October, the NCSC 
terminated the arrangement, 
“because we were not satisfied 
with the way things were 
working out,” Stanton said. 

According to Stanton, KMIA 
had set up telephone banks and 
was trying to sell the bracelets 
through phone solicitation, 
which the NCSC didn’t approve 
of.
